Mr. Eluiitor movtd that whereas by 
tlie TeriiiH of I'niun the mnnnRemont oi 
tlio Indian Reserves of the province was 
aasumed by the.Donjinion Government in 
trust for the use and benefit of the In- 
diana ; 

And whereas, section US), Esquiinalt 
D strict, Victoria harbor, lying; within 
the limits of the City of Victoria, is one 
of such reserves, and IS the residence of 
tlio Songheos tribe of Indians, now few 
in number ; 

And whciens, the i)oaition of the said 
ro.servo renders it unsuit.-iVile as a place 
of residence for said tribe of Indiana, and 
tends to thoirdeiiioralizrition, and to pre- 
vent the progress and pi osperity of aaid 
city, and makes it expedient that the 
tribe should be removed to aonm suitable 
locality, and the control of the said ro- 
serve be resumed by the Provincial Gov- 
nieiit ; 

I'.o it therefore resolved, Tliat a resjiect 
fid Address be [ircsenled the Lieuten 
unt-tiovernor, praying His Honor to take 
whatever steps he may deoni necessary to 
accomplish the above object. 

It was very improper and inconvenient, 
ho saitj, to have an Indian re 
serve in the centre almost of a irreat and 
growing commercial city like Victoria. 
The jiresent situation of the reserve was 
notKood for the Indiana. He. liuii.'iL-it, 
l ad \vitne:-sed scenes <d revelry and 
drunkenness that were iiio.st ri'vultiui.' 
The sooner the Ciovernnient took the 
.moat dotivo stops possible toward the re- 
moval of the Indians, the better for them 
and for the city. 

ilo.v. Mr. KonsoN said that the words 
of the resolulion would, no doubt, ciiiii- 
mend them.selvcs tu every nieuiber of tlie 
House. There was no ([UeKlion that the 
present loea ion of ihe reserve was injuri- 
ous, both to the Indians and In the city. 
The Government had been in correspoii- 
donee with the UiMniiiion authorities, and 
particularly the head of the department 
of Indian Affairs, upon this ([uestion dur- 
ing the past year, and the pas.-iage of this 
resolution would, no doubt, t,'reatly 
strengthen their hands. 'I'he extension 
of the city linuts made the case much 
stronger ; the present condition of things 
could not be tolerated any longer. 

Hun. Mu. Beaven contended that the 
city had made the reserve valuable, and 
the city should be rewarded as soouas pos- 
sible, by receiviuL; the reserve.

MEf'IlANICS' LIEN ACT. 

Mu. BitowN, in moving tho second 
reading of tho Mechanics' and Labori'is'

resjieels, it was, in several ways, ninvorl. 
able. In lii.s bill he had eliinitiated lln 
material men, who sujiplied lumber, hard 
ware, etc., to the contractor.

This was fair, as a manufacturor or regu 
l.'ir employer of lalmr, Ii;i,l his i-r.t.ilili^h 
liient and his eomuiercial reputation as 
guarantee to bis men that their wage 
would be ]).iid. The lunterial men couh 
protect themselves in miiny ways tlia 
were not open to tlio wage earners, an 
their presence was injurious to the sue 
cessfiil operation of llio act as applied t 
tho laborers. The protection now givm 
material men uiuler the LiiMi act was. Ij 
claimod, the cause of much riekh.s 
building and many ilhgitimato bu.->ine.- 
transactions. Hu had endeavored t 
simplify the act as inuoii as possible, aii' 
hod liroitod the jurtsdiotion under it t< 
the Oounty court. As far M he beei. 



able, he had submitted the draft of the 
bill lo representative working nio", and, 
as it now stood, it was thoroughly ap- 
proved by them. Every care had been 
taken to make ilio bill a good, sinind, 
well balanced measure, and he lioped it 
would pass tho House with as littlo 
change as possible. 

Hon. Mb. Davie referred to tho cir- 
cumstances connected with tlm jiasaage 
of the Lion Act of 18S8. Tliu Oiegoii 
Lien Act was then proixised by tlie advo- 
cates of the laboring men, but was shown 
to be not a projier nieanure of jirotection 
to the laboring man, who wks compelled 
by it to wait six months for his money. 
The workman was, by tho Oregon Act, 
placed in the same position as the mate- 
rial man or sub-contractor, and that bill 
did not allow him to come upon the 
reserve fund in connection with tho con- 
tr ct — it only provided for the lien 
holder following tho building or work 
actual for his money. This was reme- 
died under the Lien Act of 1888, and the 
workmen were much benelilted thereby. 
As an instance, immediately after tho 
pas.sage of the '8S bill, the workmen em- 
ployed under the contractor for laying 
streets in Vancouver, immediately got 
I heir pay. The bill of 1888 was care- 
fully considered throughout, and was as 
gooil a lieu act as existed in North 
America to-day, if not better than any 
other. Tho lab rer.-)' advocates C(.iild not 
at the time be made to see that the Lieu 
Act of 18S8 was better for iheni than the 
Oregon Act. While tlie Oregon Act 
went too strongly in favor of the mate- 
rial men, tho monauro introduced by the 
boil, meuibor for Westminster City went 
to the opposite extreme and loft out the 
material men altogether. This was 
or had been remarked by the 
introducer the keystone of the bill 
which otherwise was a reprodiicl imi, al- 
most entirely, of the Lieu Act of 1888. 
The bill before the House proposed to 
cut off all proceedings in pending cases 
and to destroy existing liens. This 
W(uild be most disastrtius to present lieu- 
Imhlers. I ndcr tho hill, the second 
readiiiLT of wliieh had just been moved, 
not only 'he material men were givini no 
protection, biit it subjected his unpaid- 
for material to seii'.ure by the working- 
men to whom wages were ilue by tho 
contractor - and under the t' rm "Li- 
boror" was included the architect and 
time-keeper, and the mental as well as 
the manual laborer. Tho provision for 
followini: a reserve fund for wages due, 
was herein omitteil. (The Aitorney- 
(ieneial proceeded to ccmiiiare the con- 
tents c f the hill before tho House with 
the bill of 1888, showiuL' that exeeiit the 
cutting out of material men, the act was 
a mere plagiarism on the one of 1888. ) 
Tho bill introduced by the lion, ineniber 
for Xew Westminster city specitled thiit 
when tlie erection of any new builcliiig 
was <lcci(U'd upon, jiarliculars thereof 
were rccpiired to be lileil with the regis- 
trar of titles. There was no (ibjeotion to 
this. He (Hon. Mr. Davie) contended 
thac the present act was working well, 
and cases under it were being successfully 
carried on every day. In tho last section 
(jf the new bill it »va3 proposed 
to rejieal several useful ainendments. 
If all that was wanted was to [irotect the 
working men, no Lien Act was necessary 
at all. All that was needed was to com- 
pel the contractor to produce his re- 
ceipted pay roll every week, c.r every 
month, if every week was thought too 
often. The material man had as good a 
right to exprc-s an opinion on this ques- 
tion as the working man, under whose 
wing was included the architect, and, to 
use I he language of tlie bill, '•the men al 
laborer." What did the material men 
say '/ Tho present bill would destroy 
credit; and prevent anybody but a rich 
man undertaking contracts at all. The 
country had for twelve years been trying 
to get a good lien act, iiroteeting the 
material men as wcdl as the w(;rking men, 
and ho did not thmk the llou.^o was pre- 
pared at present to abandon that prin- 
ciple. 

Mil. Con'ON, while not prepared to say 
that the present act was unworkable, 
thought it was too cumbersome and ex- 
pensive, and therefore gave the material 
men a great advantage over the workers. 
Ho end(U-sed the plan to have particulars 
of every contrsct liled with the registrar 
of titles, as a security ag.iinat contracts 
beiiiL' taken below their value. The bill 
would drive out of business a largo num- 
In'r of shoddy contractors, and he 
thoroughly endorsed the measure. 

Ho.s". Mu. Pool.i:^' said that the bill 
now in operation was working well. 
Contractors were reciuired to produce 
their pay rolls before toniiiorary instal- 
ments were made, and thus all were pro- 
tected. The present act covered every 
re(iuiromeut, if it was put in oper.itinn. 
Ma erial men were certainly entitled to a 
measure cif ])i(iti:ction. By the bill now 
under consideiati(Ui the laboring man 
<;onld .s i/.e material upon which ho haO 
ex[, ended no labor in impr(jveiiient, 
which was certainly unfair. The (dd act 
was entirely fair. After giving the work 
men the right to claim liO days' pay, the 
material men should have a right to se- 
cure payment for their go ds. Workmen 
sliiuild see that tliinr ]iay w,-is handiHl 
them at least (Uice a mniilli. Tlie old 
act had been t hoi-ouirhly testcil during 
the past year, and he ilid not kiujw of a 
siimle case wbem a w.igc^ earner was de- 
frauded of his hire. 1 le was op|)o.sed to 
the principle of this bill, as ho considered 
the material men deserving of some pro 
teotion.

THS LABOR DAY. 

There is a stroug tendency in these 
days to shorten the hours of labor. It is 

contended that the wnrkingman should 
have inoro leisure than he has boon 
hitherto ablo to obtain. Ho should have 
loi)i,'ur periods of rest, and time for sflf- 
improveiiieiit and recreation should be nt 
his disposal. It is also argued that if the 
hours of work were shortened the number 
of the unemphjyed would bs greatly loa 
aened. If the hours of work are reduced 
twenty-five per cent production will be 
reduced at the same ratio, so that if the 
same amount of work must be done there 
must be a proportionate increase of work- 
men. There are, we know, advocates of 
an eight hours' law who say that in the 
long run a man can do ns much work in 
eight hours a day as ho can when he 
works ton hours. But this the supporters 
of an eight hours' law in European coun- 
tries deny, for the argument on which 
they place the greatest dependence is that 
the reduction of the hours of work will 
render the employment of a greater 
number of work-people necessary. 
!I?ba same advocates are opposed to 
the workmen being allowed to work over- 
time. They say — logically and consis- 
tently, it must be admitted — if the work- 
ing man is permitted to work any more 
than the legal number of hours he de- 
prives himself of the leisure to give him 
which was one of the principal considera- 
tions in cutting down the hours of labor, 
and he also deprives hia unemployed fel- 
low-workman of the opportunity of earn- 
ing wages ; in fact, takes the bread out 
of his mouth. A law making eight hours 
the legal working day implies that every 
working mini and every working worn m 
will not be allowed to work more than 
eight hours in the twenty-four. If more 
work i8 required than can bo donu by 
ouch man or woman working eight hours 
a day then more hands must bo em- 
ployed. Those who have read what the 
principal advocates of the eight hours' 
law have written in its favor see that it 
is not contended that the shorter hours 
of work will make the workman more 
efficient — cause him to produce more in a 
given time, and that it is maintained that 
to work overtime is opposed to the prin- 
ciples on which the law is baaed. 

Mr. Harold Cox in an article in The 
Nineteenth Century on The Eight-Hours' 
Question, says ; — 

" In coiiaefiiienoo of the i)riictico of 
habitual overtime, coupled ^vilh higher 
pay for extra hours, many trades unionists 
have a very middled notion of the mean 
ing of the proposal for an eight-hours' 
day. They regard it not as ;i plan for 
diminishing their work In order to make 
make room for their fellows who are un- 
employed, but as a cunning contrivance 
for enabling them to get more n'.oncy for 
the same wm-k. If overtime — they 
argue — began to be counted after eight 
hours, Instead of after nine, there W(julil 
be an hour io.st at the low rate, and an 
hour gained at the high rate." 

Another eight-hour advocate says s — 

" A general reduction in the hours (jf 
labor is i)reciHely e(|uivalonl, to a dimiiui- 
tion ot the Hup|)ly of labor oliered for sale 
to the employers." 

It is for the worklnsjman to decide if, 
under such a system as this, the roduetion 
of the \vorkinL,'-d:iy to eight hour.s by 
legal oiiiictment would be to him a very 
great benefit. 

Assuming that it la dosirablo to eut 
down tho working day to eight horjrs, 
how is tho reduction to be obtained ? Is 
the law to interfere between the work- 
man and tho employer and allowiu; 
neither of tliem the freedom of choice 



say, with authority that eaanot bo ques- 
tioned, "tho working day must be so 
many hours— neither more nor less ; " or 
will the two parties remain free to make 
tho best bargain they can both 'aSs' the 
length of the day's work and the airiouiit 
to be paid as, wages. It ja .xiot h^'^ to 
see that if the law this yertr prescribes 
the length of a day's work it will be 
pretty sure next year or ii few ye;irs 
hence to ordain what wages the worl. man 
is to I'eceive. Is this iMterfereiice of hiw 
in the cniitrael, between ilie woikni;in 
iuid the employer likely t() be, in llie 
iirst pl.u-e, benelieiiil to business which 
must be kept up in order that both ni:>y 
1 vo and iirosjior, and, in the second 
p'ace, will it in the end bo a benelil 
monilly and materially to the workni;in 
himself? Are not Canadian worki 
men intelligent enough nnd |)lneky 
enough lo do their own bnsiriess and t 
take their own ])art without ilio intejTer 
enceof thepoli ician? Do iliey rc(iuire th 
l;vw to make their bargains for 1 hem ? 
Will not this dependence on the State t 
du for them what they are accustomed to 
do for themselves, undermine their self 
reliance and their manliness, and tend 
to make tljem poor creatures, who are 
unable to think and act for themselves / 
Wo believe that Oovernniontal paternal- 
ism has this tendency. Wo tliiidc that It 
Is better for tho men, by Individual ex- 
ertion, by tho exerelsQ of intoUlgence and 
by combination, to do their own business 
ani take ihoir own part. 

It may bo said that the law has inter- 
fered. In Great Britain and in this Dom- 
inion, between tho employer and the em- 
ployed. It has not interfered in the bar- 
g.-iins which men make with men. It has 
lnterj)08ed topn tect women and children 
who are not supposed to be able to light 
their own battles, and, also, to protect 
health and life aud limb. 15ut this hu- 
mane interposition is very different 
from meddling with business trans- 
actions, and treating grown men 
as if they had no minds of their own, 
and were not competent to look after 
their own interests. It seems to us that 
making his own bargains and managing 
his own allairs is the most important i)art 
of the workingnian's edueatioii. The 
discipline he undergoes in lighting for 
himself aud his class strengthens and ele- 
vates him and makes liini a better work- 
man and a better citizen. The struggle 
is, no doubt, a hard one, but it teaches 
him how to use his powers ; it qualities 
him to assert his rights, and it shows him 
the necessity of respecting the rights of 
others. The politicians or the law can- 
not, in our opinion, give him half so 
much as he can gain for himself. Tho 
Workinguian is being educated in this 
way now, and tho improvement ho has 
made is wonderful. He has committed 
many mistakes and has .sull'ered on ac- 
count of them. This ia what all learners 
do, whether they are individuals, or 
classes, or nations. But they profit by 
their blunders, and are, in the long run, 
the stronger and the wiser for having 
m ide them. Is it not a pity and a mis- 
t ike to put a stop to this education. In- 
voking the aid of the law to do for work- 
inginen what; they can do and what they 
ou;ht to do for themselves will be sure to 
have this effect. 

Worklngmen have, by their own exer- 
tions, obtained many reductions of the 
hours of labor, and have ameliorated 
tlieir condition in several ways. What 
t iiey have done ' at other times and In 
other places without the aid of the poli- 
ticians, they can do now and here.

The career of Mr. Bnidlaugh .shows 
what an honest and a single iaiiuled man 
can do to ovorcoiue the moat deep-rooted 
prejudices and the bitterest dislike. Mr. 
Br.idlaugh, before he was elected to Par- 
liament, was almost everythi' g that the 
average middle-class Englishman detests 
and despises, l ie was an infidel who 
loudly proelaimed his unbelief; he was a 
radical who did not hesitate to condemn 
Institutions that are regarded as almost 
sacred. He was aggressive and pugna- 
clou.s. He was not eoinent.jd to enter- 
tain his opinions and convict ions i|iiietly, 
but was iiuiusl riou.'i in procliUMiiii.; tlitiui 
as often as ho had an opportunity. When 
he was elected to Parliament he was not 
content to go through tho uaual forms 
and take his seat unobtrusively. He re- 
fused to take the oath on tho ground that 
he was an unbeliever. A majority 
then resolved that he .sIkuiIiI not 
bo permitted to sit whotlier he 
to ik the oath ur not,. I '.radlauu'h 
with b\ill-dog pluck ami tenacily fought 
for tbo seat to wbicli he had been eleeted. 
The struggle is now part of the lustory of 
the Victorian era. Bradlaugh came off 
conqueror. He took his seat as one of 
the representatives of iho people of Great 
Britain and so performed his duties and 
H ) conducted himself as to extort the 
respect and the esteem of tho mou, who, 
when he first appeared among thom, ooii- 
sideied him unlit to sit as a representa- 
tive of a Hritiah coiistil ueiicy. They .saw 
th.at in sjiile of liis eei'enlricities of 
eharaeierand opinion jiradliUigli w.i.s a 
man of ability and bon.'.sly, who did what 
ho bolieved to be right, no matter what 
the consoiiu^nces might be to him per- 
sonally. One of -the most remarkable 
things ever done in the House of Oom- 
ihdiis was to rescind tho vote of expul- 



sion passed against Charles Bradlaugh, 
and to expunge the record of it from its 
journals. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

OuK neighbors in Washington State 
have n< .t yet done talkingandwriiiiigabout 
the bribery said to have been practised at 
the eloctii'ii of United States Senator. 
The Calkins' party denounce the Met- 
calfe incident as a mean and unscrupu- 
lous trick. They declare that if Metcalfe 
was bought at all it was by tho agents of 
Senator Squire. They say further that 
Squire's election was effected by the most 
lavish bribery. Stories are told of at- 
tonq ts thiit wore niudo to bribe members, 
and tho sums given for votes are men- 
tioned. All the stories told may not bu 
true, but it is natural to conclude that 
where there is so much smoke there must 
bo some fire. 

Tub Wesloyans of tho United States 
have proclaimed themselves m favor of 
woman's rights. 'I'lio question, shall wo- 
men be admitted to the (Jenural Confer- 
ence as delegates was submitted to the 
Methodist congregations. Tho total 
membership vote is said to be '100,000 
and the proposition was carried in tho 
allirmative by a three-fifths vote. This Is 
the decision of the laity. Tho Ministry 
have yet to pass upon the subject. It is 
not likely that their decision will bo dif- 
ferent from that of the laity. Women in 
theso days are taking an active and a 
prominent part in many organizations, 
religious and secular, and they are prov- 
ing themselves to possess not only zeal 
and energy but more than an ordinary 
share of administrative ability. The la- 
dies arel as a rule, good workers, and 
where success is to be attained by tact 
and perseverance they are successful.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 



Xargoly Attended Sleeting iu tlio Vic- 
toria Tlicatre The speeclies 
Uelivored. 



•CfOnsiilerable Enthusiasm Manilested- 
The tiesolution Hroijosed 
Adopted Unauimously. 



•A very numerously attended and, at 
ilieiiame tihie, enthusiastic meeting was 
liold, last ovonin.a;, at tlie Victoria Thea- 
tre, the (lill'urt'iit Bpoiikers and tho points 
they iiiiido boiu^r groutud with urciit iip- 
jduusr). Upon tho pliitforni wcro llun. 
Mr. Heaven, M.IM'. ; Col. Prior, M.P. ; 
3Ies.si-3. Fo.stor, IM.P.P. ; Keith, IM.P.P.; 
Senilin, M.P.P. ; Brown, M.P.P. ; Cot- 
ton, M.VP. ; ilinvell, Viiughton and 
Howard. 

, ' On motion, Mr, HowoU was' called to 
the chair. Ho said the Trades and Labor 
■Council considered themselves fully war- 
ranted in calling this meeting to ascer- 
tain the views of tho peoi)le tni important 
•questions pending before the House. Ho 
Ycad lettor.s of apology for non-ivttund- 
anco from Miiyor Onmt, M.P.P. ; lloi). 
John Robsou, Dr. Milne, M.P.P., and 
Charles Wilson. 

Mr. . HowoU continued that, for some 
time, tho Cliinese question had been dis- 
-cussed by the association which he repre- 
aentod, and this meeting had been held 
so as to allow the opportunity of expres- 
sion being given to the public sentiment 
ou the mutter. 

Mi;. Vauchton, formerly of Austmlia, 
said he had, for forty years, been travel- 
ling, and had seen what tho Chinamen 
liaddono. They had never prospected 
mines, but, when the white man was es- 
tablished, they came upon the ground, 
and, when the possibility arose, tiiey did 
their utmost to oust him. It became, 
/inallj', resolved that tho Chinaman must 
go from Australia. At that time there 
■were no Trades Unions ; but thoy formed 
vuiions, which had buoii the foundation 
of unions generally. Early in tho agita- 
tion the poll tax was raised from $250 to 
^00, without the payment of which no 
Chinaman was allowed to land. 
How thu petitions were formed to 
yet rid (if the Cliinamen, was 
that conimitfnns were apjjointed to secure 
tho sisiuaturcs of tho people as they 
j)iifised certain specific points. In Aus- 
tralia the Chinoso wore not allowed to do 
washinp;, and they only found employ- 
ment in tho sugar plantations, where 
even their labor was iield in very small 
account. Tho people could got rid of 
tho Chinese hero if they only made up 
their minds. The Chinese must eventu- 
ally leave Australia, and they would be 
mado to leave Victoria. If in Australi i 
they were employed on buildings, brick- 
bats or something of the kind would be 
llyiug round somewhere, and in that 
-way the Chinamen were prevented from 
•working. 

Mu. W. H. IiiKLANi), secretary of the 
Trades' and Labor C.iuiiCil, thouglit it 
■was time to do something in r g iid to 
tho Cliineso. They entered into compe- 
tition at loss wages than tho white man, 
while they occupied the best part of tho 
•eity, and lived in dirt and filth, and sent 
•all their money home. Should the 
Chinamen bo stopped from coming here 
"tliey would be reaping what tliey had 
sowed. They had only opened their 
ptr;3 and their doors to wliite men bo- 
cjiuao tiiey could not stop them. 
Ono Chinaman had recently told 
him (Mr. Ireland) that in thirteen years 
lie had sent S'2,000 home. The speaker 
df.scribcd thu exceptional horrors of the 
opium t'allic. Tho city council was to 
aoiiui extent to blame for the Chinese 
nuisance, because if the same dirt and 
tilth ai)pBared among white people thej' 
would be arrested and fined. Ho had 
liciMi a resident of this country for eigh- 
teen months and was delighted with it, 
but he was not delighted with the 
Chinamen. The reason why, at the 
East, i'. was complained by some that the 
Chinese were badly treated was because 
they knew iiotliing of ilieui, but if fiir 
John A and (jthers came here and saw 
tlio Chinamen themselves I hey would 
"want to get rid of them. This associa- 
tion, had had this matter in hand for 
some tfmo and had done much. He 
denied that a white man was worth two 
Chiniimen, the latter conid do as nuicli 
\7ork ;is he, but ho was jjaid only half 
li'.s wages. If the Cliinainen went we 
should have more white men and they 
would H])eud more money auKJiig us. 

Mr. Cotton. M.P.P., said that during 
the late campaign, at tho end of which he 
stood at the head of the poll, tho Chinese 
((ueHtiou (lociipied an important [jo.^iiLiiin. 
lie .shoulii like to .see the pe<i|ile ot \ le- 
tx)ria H'.ip[)iirl,iiig the iiarliament in any 
jnea.'iur>;.s tliey took to restrict the Cliine.so 
It wa.s not, he thouglit, advisable to take 
such an attitude as was calculated to em- 
barrass British relations with the Chinoso 
government. As a member of tho inde- 
pendent party of the House he would 
not be prepared to take sucli steps as 
•would prevent individuals from employ- 
ing tlieui ; but when people came asking 
for franchiiios or assistance fr 'in the 
Government he would vote for putting in 
the charter the anti Cliineso clause. If 
jiarliament acted in that way much would 
be done to settle the (Chinese (|iiestion. 

'J'lii-; CiiAir.MAN remarked that the 
Ciiinainen were being used as a club or 
•Itnock tho ground from under tho foot to 
tho whitomen. 

Mk. FoiiSTEU, M.P.P., said that regard- 
ing tho employment of Chinese in ininos 
the minors said that they were fatalists in 
their religion, and were therefcjro daiiger- 
<U13. At the time of the great explo.sion 
.'it Nana mo the Chinese would not after- 
wards ^'o into tho iiiineH until the hiuli 
priest bail killed a fow rousler.'i and said 
itiiAt tho devil was gone. Ho eould not 
and would not understand the causes of 
explosions, tho whole thing with him be- 
ing that the devil did it. He would " no 
savoo " the dangers that might he ciuuted 
by tho Chinese luid what might be done 
to prevent accidents. Me believed that 
aonio employers hold the Chinese as a 
club over tho white men. it was not 
altogether a matter of wages, thoagh he 
believed tho wliito men at high wages 
was .-IS eliea|i as ChiiMinon at low wages. 
Tho wliito man wan not .satisliod with lu.s 
•*aj^e8, but tho Chinaman was too woU

When 
tho Chiiio.so (|uesti()n had been dealt 
with thoii arose that of making it what it 
ought to bo, a country for the people. j 

Mil. Kkitu, M.P.P., said tho Chinese 
wore not an oluniont to bo dei)eiKlodu])on, 
their religion stood in tlieir way. Thoro 
wero indirect jiroofs that tho Chinese 
in the mines wore inimical to tho safety 
of tho mines. When Chiiianion wore iu 
the pits there wore some most disastroui 
acoTdeiits, but' none had occurred since 
they had been prevented going 
down. In answer to 142)5 
.signatures the House had at once passed 
a bill to prevent them being employed in 
iiiiiiea, yot wlien a charge of employing 
Cliinoso had lieen brought up at Como.x, 
the magistrate said he could not enforce 
a penalty, though the law distinctly do- 
lined the punishment and ho>v it had to 
bo iiiilicted. The gentleman from Aus- 
tralia liad said that a tax ol $S0O bad 
been imposed on every Chinaman who 
caino to tliat country. ITere was a great 
and glorious e.\ami)!o. Why sIkjuUI not 
wo put on a fine of SijOO, and do so now t 
Tho government at Ottawa did not un- 
derstand how tlio shoo pinched, for thoy 
never had worn it. Tho ([uestion struck 
right home hero and now. Hero wero 
tlie examples of America and Australia, 
who had considered that it was absolutely 
necessary the Chinese should go. We, 
also, should take tho samo stand. On 
the other sido it was said wo could not 
get on witliout thorn; but ho allirmcd 
wo could do far bottor witliout them. 
They wero draining tho country and con- 
tributing nothing to it, It might soera 
harsh to say that we must legislate 
to drive them out. But when we saw 
thoy wero dangerous we must send them 
baok. They must assimilate with ua or 
they c jiild not bo here. They were spread- 
ing all over the province to tlio detriment 
of white men oven though they might be 
diminishing hero. Would Englislinien or 
other white raon bo driven back by 
hordes of Chinamen? They must beleg- 
islatod out of the country: tlioy would 
not go one day sooner then thoy were 
made to go. Some members of the 
House wero in tho House simply because 
their constituents wero not ready that tho 
Chinese should go. It lud been proved 
th»t a white man, from an economi* 
standpoint, was cheaper than a China- 
man. Mr. Higgins had said this, showing 
how many tiiousands of dollars had been 
saved on the work of construction of the 
tramway by tho employment of white, 
rather than Chinese labor. Tho Trades^, 
and Lalior Council would h ivo his helpV;'; 
now and at all times not alone in this Ohi- 
uese questioa but in all thoy undertook. „. 

Hon. IVfE. Beavhn said what 
he was doing he did because 
he believed it was right. Oom- 
inonting on the remarks which had been 
passed on tlio notice he had placed upon 
tho notice jiapor, he said that those who 
saw what tliis iiieoting was like would be 
well satislied that tho jieoplo of Victoria 
wero keenly alive on this subject. He 
traced up the history of roforina in this 
province, and said thai if the people took 
an interest in matters, the remedy was 
with themselves. Aftc years of agitation 
on this Chinese question ttie DoiQiuion 
Government was induRod to act in tho 
same direction as the Australian Govern- 
ment. There were, however, aomo 
serious defects in the statute, and ho 
should like to see the a.;itation continued 
until tho act was put iii a more workable 
and useful siiape. Th-.- $50 head tux was 
iiisullicient and must be incieaBed, and 
the system of return certificates done 
away w ith. At the present time numbers 
of new men came from China on old cer- 
tilicates. Legislation on this point 
had to take olaco at Ottawa. He was 
glad to SCO Col. Prior here, because it 
must be through his efTurts and those of 
his colleagues that what was wanted 
could be done. Tho Ottawa members 
could also insist upon restrictive clauses 
boinu' placed in charters for provincial 
railw.iy.s. He, however, objected to the 
passage of so in uiy charters at Ottawa for 
railways in this province. Ho referred 
to the motii.n which ho had oflored 
in the provincial leg slaturo, this session, 
to have a Chinese clause inserted on 
every railway and public works charter. 
It might be depended upon in cimnectiott 
with every private bill this session that 
insi:itaiice would be made upon tlie inser- 
tion ol Borli a claiiHO. Tlie.HU reatriciivo 
eliiu.fos had hi'on iMaort:eil beforo. In the 
aoj.s nil of 18iS(i, just before the general 
elect ions, a eciiiniiitteo was ajipointed to 
diauglit restriction clauses. The llouso, 
ill fact, waa almost Unanimous upon it. 
lie recapitulated tho names upon that 
couiiiiit lee. Many of those gentlemen 
were back in the llnuse in 3887, but ti 
great change had come over llieni since, 
for when ho had moved to insert tho 
restrictive clauses hia proposal had been 
voted down. This sesaion it was there- 
fore generally essential that tho people 
should continue to agitato tho 
question, and by the insertion of 
the resUiclive clauses it would be 
shown that the i)i!oplo woro in earnest, 
lieferring to iiiioth r (lueslioii, he nskod 
what should bo the hours of lali..iir (loud 
cries— "eifjht li^ urs "). A very mild 
resolution on > his .■jiibjcct bad lieeii re- 
cently introduced into tlio House making 
a day's labor on Governmonb w rks eight 
hours. Although not anxious to coma 
down to a direct proposition, all were 
willing to relegate the proposition to a 
.select"coiiimil.lee. Yot, lliougli tho rnlo 
was that members fihoiihi nut. bo appomt.- 
eil on a comiiiittee upon a siiliject to 
which they wero opposed, llie oidy mem- 
bers favorable to this propnaal wero Mr. 
Forater and himsolf, all tho othor mem- 
bers of it— the majoiity— having favored 
ten hours. Ho would not, however, pre- 
judice tho coniiiiitteo, and therefore 
liojied tbi^y would bring in a favorable 
rejiort. INir. Heaven concluded by onoo 
uioro insihtp g upon tho insertion in all 
bills of tho restrictive Chinuau clauses. 

Coi,. Piuon, M. P., said the Chinese 
question was one which was brought up 
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«>n oveiy ucc-!isi()ii wlioii public (jUUHtimis 
were diaciisKcil. llo stnod bijUnv this 
meoMni,', iiiitnuiinu'lleil \'y niiy pU'dycn, 
huvins;l)ecri uli,-i;t(.'d by nccliiiuiaioii. Hu 
had iilwiiyii tri'jil t.> do his bust for hia 
coiistiruL'iicy, and pledged his word thiit 
ho slioidd do his utmost to hiive tho ro- 
atrictive olauaes pliioed in every charter 
that ciimo buforo him in Piirlifttnont. 
Thoro is mnv n" difliculty— as used to bo 
tho ciisu~-in (il)taiiiiii'4 whito labor. He 
did not tliiiik tlio Lei,'ishituio had any 
rij,dit to i>i-ov(.-iit [ii-iviite iiidividimls om- 
phiyiiiu Cliiiiuso. Thoru waa a divursily 
of opinion as to whethur or not untur- 
.' C : prises could bo curi-iod on witliont tho aid 
' of Cliinoso. llo waH, in fact, told by tlie 
cannors that they could not put up salmon 
at 11 profit without the uao of Chinese 
labor.
